Problem Before Santa Monica City 
Trustees Grows Bigger and 
Bigger. 

SANTA MONICA, Oct. .- With 
several different kinds of injunction, 
mandamus and damage suits on the 
eve of being brought, all the outgrowth 
of the complicated and unsatisfactory 
sewer system, the reguiar meeting of 
the City Trustees tomorrow evening 
promises to be one of the most im- 
portant held in many years. 

At that time the board is expected 
to give consideration to the two sets 
of plans recently submitted by City 
Engineer James for the construction 
of a septic sewer tank. One plan is 
for Ghe erection of the tank at Pier 
avenue. This tank is of 200,000 gal- 
lons capacity, and the suggested loca- 
tioh is on the ocean side of the Ca- 


ing about forty-eight feet wide by 
a hundred and sixty in length. The 
other plans locate the tank on the 
ocean front in the city park, between 
Bay and Bicknell streets. , 

Should the former location be de- 
cided upon, the Piler-avenue property 
owners will enjoin the ‘construction, 
contending that to locate the receptacle 
at that place would lower property 
valuations. Should the latter ‘site be 
chosen the ocean front property own. 
ers will ask an injunction, contending 
that the property in question was do- 
nated to the city for public park pur-
